Pharyngoscope.— Andke {Annalca dcs Mai. de VOrcUlv, dn Lar., dn 
Ncz, ct dn Pharynx, March, 1011) descrilics a new plmrynjioscope very 
much on the model of Hays’, hut provided with an articulating mifror 
which can be defected in difterent directions by a guide in the handle. 


Embryonic Cysts of the Gums and Retropharyngeal Region.— Onodi 
exliibited to the Royal Hungarian Society of Physicians (dour, of Lar., 
RhinoL, and OtoL, August, 1011) an eight months’ fetus with cysts in 
the gums and rctropharynx fillwl with cn»bryonic jelly. The retro¬ 
pharyngeal cyst was 10 mm. long, 13 mm. high, and 16 mm, broad. 


Telangiectasis Affecting the Mouth, Pharynx, and Larynx.— 
Safhanek reports (Jour, of Lar., Hktnol., and OioL, August, 1911) this 
c:uje in a male patient, agetl twenfy-six years. The riglit half of the 
face showed dilated veins, ami in the lateral region of the neck the 
veins showed through the skin as distinct bluish streaks. On the under¬ 
surface of the tongue the veins were enlarged to the thickness of a quill. 
On the <Iorsum near the tip the dilated vessels had formed two blood- 
spaces about the size of a bean. On the right side of the soft palate a 
network of dilated vessels was visible. On the alveolar process of the 
lower jaw there was a purplish swelling about the size of a bean, com¬ 
posed of tortuous vessels and a similar, but larger tumor lay in the 
recess of the riglit pyriform sinus. No further changes were discover¬ 
able in the circulatory or other orgims. 


Lipoma of the Pharynx.— Kknvon reports {Jour. .Innr. Med. Assoc., 
June 17, 1911) a large lipoma of the laryngopharynx removeil extra- 
orally under cocaine from a woman aged twenty-seven years. It meas¬ 
ured inches in length, 2l inches in breadth, and 1 inch in thickness. 
The patient did well, and tlircc years later reported with an increase 
of weiglit from 124 to 1.5G poumis. Tlic pliarynx appeared normal 
except for two or three small oliscure patches of thin, shiny, scar tissue. 


Malignant Rhino maxillary Myxoma.— Botey reports {Annalvs dcs 
Mai. de VOreillc, du Lar., du Ncz,ct du Pharynx, 1911 No. 6,) a case of 
tins kind, with frouto-orhital and ineiiiiigeal propagation recurring after 
extensive exenccnteraiion, and terminating fatally witli symptoms of 
mciiingo-enccplialitis some two and one-half months after the inter¬ 
vention. The reiiorter refers to a miinber of instances of malignant pure 
myxoma in other regions of the hoily wliieli recurred almost inevitably 
after operation. The case referred to is unique in its position and 
extent. The only c:ise resembling it which he could find was a pedun¬ 
culated myxoma of (he nasal septum, removed by Chiari, witli cure of 
the patient. 


Foreign Bodies In the Esophagus.— Guisez, in an elaborate article 
based upon his most recent eases of foreign bodies in the csopliagus and 
irachwibronchial tract, describes (Annales dcs Mai. dc VOrciUc, du Lar., 
du i\ vz, cf du Pharynx, March, 1911), among others, two very ingenious 
instruments—one for cracking hones which are impacted in tlie walls 
of tlie tulles, and a tube capable of dilatation at its distal extremity, so 
as to stretch the walls of tlie esophagus and facilitate the better grasping 
of the foreign body. 
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
